Last  Friday  Mr.  FleldUig  suffered 
a  stroke  and  It  was  seen  the  end 
could  not  be  long  delayed.  His  eye- 
sight had  failed  and  he  was  bereft 
of  speeeh.  and  the  ramUy  which 
gathered  around  him  In  his  Char- 
lotte Street  home  ttfi  n  weald  be 
only  a  matter  of  hotirs  until  the  life 
of  the  aged  statesman  would  cease.

BCr.  flekUng  wag  of- 
fered and  accepted  the  portfolto  of  Plnanee.  and 
during  the  long  yean  which  hr  held  it  earned 
the  reputation  of  being  perhaps  the  most  suc-

1  'i;rlnK  the  fifteen  years  of  the  Laurler  regime  he 
may  bf  .said  to  have  been  the  chief  lieutenant  of 
his  leader  Wl^cn  81r  Wilfrid  died  he  was  iH»ken 
of  on  all  sides  as  his  meceMor,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that,  old  aa  bo  then  wu,  hia  Mloetlon 
would  hare  inspired  confidence  throughout  the 
coontot'  Mr.  neldtag  returned  to  poiiti.v;  during 
the  war  yean,  and  In  1931  accepted  the  Finance 
Ministership  under  Mr.  Mackenzie  King,  a  post 
Which  he  rellngulshed  with  declining  health. 

It  was  under  Mr.  Fielding's  flaoftl  ragtme.  In

tegisiatlon  by  that  country.  His  conduct  of  the 
fiscal  affairs  of  the  country  wu  In^lred  by  his 
personal  conception  of  what  would  be  to  Can- 
ada's advanti^:  his  budgets  were  a  model  any 
succeeding  Finance  Mlni.stcr  nilRhi  wll  emulate, 
and  no  man  who  ever  held  .such  ;in  important 
post  WS.S  ever  a  harder  worker.  Mr  Fielding  was 
Indeed  Indefatlntable  In  office  and  a  source  of 
Strength  to  any  Oovernment  with  which  he  waa 
connected.  He  brought  high  principles  to  bear  on 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  a  oneness  of  purpose 
which  was  an  Inspiration  to  public  men.  and,  In 
all  his  display  of  executive  authority,  he  showed 
keen  vision  aa  to  the  future  oonaequcncet  of  any 
action. 

The  counti7  has  lost  a  statesman  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  Fielding.  Hts  career  was  tp  all  respeota  one 
of  self-sacrifice  for  th#  public  good.  He  never 
fl>sred  himself  He  wa5  a  loyal  coIIeac\ie  und  a 
staunch  friend,  and,  without  t]uesliun,  has  left 
his  mark  on  the  politics  of  the  country.  Nova 
Scotia  has  produced  many  politicians  who  have 
made  themselves  assets  to  the  Dominion,  and 
the  late  Mr.  Fielding  ranks  wlUt  the  foremost 
of  theae.  He  wlU  be  mourned  by  persona  of  all 
shades  of  political  opinion  in  t>j''  country  to 
which  he  rendered  such  valuable  anu  prolonged 
aarvtee.

David  I.tv!ni.T3tonc  was  born  at  Blantyre,  In  Lan- 
ark.shire,  will  be  opened  as  a  museum  Uluctratlng 
hi:,  life  .s  work,  while  the  le'H  acres  of  land  around 
it  wUl  have  txen  prepared  for  the  use  of  excur- 
sions and  Sunday  School  outings.  Of  the  100.000 
needed  to  complete  this  lasting  and  most  !!ultable 
memorial,  more  than  half  haj!  already  been  re- 
ceived. The  honor  of  ScntL-md,  ^c^f  Ct.rlMianlty 
evcrywhrre,  and  of  the  whole  raoderii  world  \» 
in  pledge  to  perfect  this  enterprise  for  imvld 
Livingstone  was  unquestionably  one  of  tiie  great- 
est, most  heroic  and  most  Influential  of  men. 
Good,  pure,  brave.  Indomitable,  Inspired  by  lofty 
alms,  a  simple,  plain  man  who  won  the  hearts  of 
all  who  kn-'W  him,  whether  Ihry  were  civilized 
or  iiiKivih/e-i,  hr  lived  a  hfe  of  amazing  toll  and 
(iiP.i  a.
